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INTRODUCTION 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  EUesmere  Fort  Urban 

District  CounciL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year,  1942, 

The  report  continues  in  its  abridged  form,  with  the  figures 
for  population  omitted  on  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

The  general  state  of  the  Public  Health  remained  on  the 

whole  favourable  for  the  third  full  vear  of  war, 

» ■ 

Tt  is  interesting  to  state  here  that  since  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria  was  commenced  in  the  Urban  District  in 
1936,  4,890  children  under  15  years  of  age  have  been  immun- 
ised and  general  and  Local  reactions  to  immunisations  have 
been  negligable.  This  gives  approximately  72  pei*  cent,  of  the 
child  population  protected  against  Diphtheria,  For  adequate 
protection  of  the  child  population  at  least  75  per  cent,  should 
he  immunised. 

The  Vital  Statistics  are  as  follows: — 

The  Death  rate  is  8,79  per  1,000  estimated  population  as 
against  10.5  the  figure  for  1941,  The  Death  rate  for  England 
and  5Vales  is  11.6, 

A corrected  death  rate  is  not  given  as  it  is  not  representivt 
owing  to  movements  of  the  population  during  the  war-time. 

The  Riiqli  rate  is  19,96  per  1,000  population  compared  witli 
19.8  for  1941.  The  figure  for  Eugiand  and  AVales  is  15.8, 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  shows  a considerable  decreas:,' 
on  last  year’s  figure.  Xamel}^  35.8  per  1,000  live  births, 
compared  wuth  72.9  for  1941.  The  rate  for  England  and 
AVales  is  49. 


Housing  (Conditions  continue  to  cause  the  Health  Depart 
ment  some  concern  in  this  district.  Manv  instances  are  brought 
to  our  notice  of  overcrowding,  where  more  than  one  family 
occupy  rooms  in  a small  house. 


It  seems  impossible  to  rectify  these  conditions  as  the^ 
accommodation  is  not  available. 


Jt  is  apparant  that  conditions  of  overcrowding  are  bound  I 
to  have  an  unfavourable  effect  not  only  on  young  children,  but 
also  on  adults,  many  of  whom  are  engaged  for  long  hours  at 
their  work. 


During  October  of  this  year  the  Couneil  erected  two  War- 
time Nurseries,  one  at  Whitby  Road,  Plllesmere  Port  and  the 
other  at  luttle  Siutton,  each  to  accommodate  50  children,  with 
a Staff  eonsisting  of.  Matron,  Sister,  and  assistani  nurses,  on 
the  lines  indicated  bv  the  Ministrv  of  Health.

dhe  [problem  of  Scabies  and  Verminous  conditions  generally 
has  engaged  our  active  attention  during  the  year.  The  district 
has  shared  with  other  <listricts  the  general  increase  in  the 
incidem-e  of  Scabies  and  other  verminous  conditions. 

The  Sanitary  Department  has  co-operated  with  the  Child 
Welfare  and  Sehool  Authorities  in  combating  cases  of  Scabies 
which  have  been  brought  to  their  notice  during  the  year. 

The  Department  has  taken  a keen  interest  in  maintaining 
food  standards  especially  with  regard  to  cleanliness  in  the  pro- 
duction and  handling  of  foodstuh's,  notably  milk. 

High  grade  food,  including  milk,  produced  under  conditions 
of  absolute  cleanliness  is  considered  to  be  an  important  part  of 
the  national  effort.  Any  deterioration  in  quality  of  cleanliness 
robs  the  food  of  much  of  its  value  and  invites  epidemic  diseases. 

The  Casualty  Services  continue  to  operate  as  an  effective 
organisation  ready  to  be  called  upon  at  any  time,  and  capable, 
I feel  sure,  of  ecjuitting  themselves  with  honour  and  credit. 

I have  the  pleasure  in  recording  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  which  my  dej^artment  has  received  from  tlie 
Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Health  and  Maternity  and 
(fhild  Welfare  Committees  during  the  ])ast  year,  and  I thank 
the  members  of  my  staff  for  their  conscientious  and  loyai 
assistance.

SERVICES  IN  THE’  AREA. 


The  personnel  comprising  the  administrative  staff, 
together  with  their  gualifications,  is  indicstecl  at 
the  heginning  of  this  Report, 


The  following  services  are  available  : 
LABORATORY  FACILITIES, 


Chemical  analysis  and  Bacteriological  examinations  of 
water;  also  the  bacteriological  examinati{)ns  of  Milk  are  carried 
ont  at  the  expense  of  the  Urban  District. 

The  Clinical  Research  Association  and  the  laverpool  and 
Chester  laboratories  are  used  for*  the  investigation  of  disease 
at  the  piiblic  expense. 


Food  and  Drugs  administration  is  carried  out  by  tie} 
County  Council  and  their  officers  submit  samples  for  examina- 
tion by  the  County  Analyst. 

The  number  of  swabs  examined  for  B.  Diphtheria  was  302. 

There  were  383  tliroat  swabs  of  which  20  were  returned 
positive  and  363  negative;  also  nine  nasal  swabs  of  which  two 
wei*e  returned  positive  and  seven  negative. 

The  number  of  s])ecimens  of  .sputa  examined  for  B.  Tuber- 
eulosis  in  the  County  I.aboratorv  was  50.  Of  tliese  seven  were 
returned  positive  and  43  were  negative.

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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME, 


(a)  General,  There  is  a District  Nursing  Organisation 
which  provides  a trained  nurse  in  Ellesmere  Port  whose  ser- 
vices are  partially  retained  by  the  Council.  Subscriptions  from 
charitable  persons  and  small  charges  for  services  rendered 
support  the  organisation. 

There  is  still  need  for  a District  Nurse  in  the  Parish  of 
Little  Sutton  and  it  is  hoped  that  one  will  be  provided  in  the 
near  future. 

(]))  For  lyifectious  Diseases.  There  are  no  arrangements 
made  for  nursing  infectious  cases  in  the  home,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Pneumonia. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

These  are  held  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
Tork  Road,  Ellesmere  Port.  A second  ChiM  Welfare  Centre 
was  opened  at  Ihttle  Sutton  in  1938  and  full  advantage  has 
been  taken  by  the  residents  in  that  area.  The  work  of  the 
Centres  is  purely  of  an  advisory  nature  and  no  treatment  is 
undertaken. 

Orthojiaedic,  Aural  and  Ante-natal  Clinics  are  organised 
under  the  supervision  of  Specialists. 

schooi  clinic  with  Dental  and  Ophthalmic  Serv^ices,  is 
provided  by  the  County  Ccuncil  and  is  held  at  the  AYelfare 
Centre.

In  nine  instances,  warning-  letters  were  sent  by  the  Clerk . | 
of  the  Council,  to  the  Owners  concerned,  in  respect  of  the  non-  j 
compliance  with  Statutoiy  Notices  served  upon  them  under  the  ■ 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  prior  to  any  legal  proceedings  being  i 
instituted  against  them.  Eight  notices  were  complied  with  ' 
satisfactorily  and  no  further  action  was  necessary.  In  the  ! 
remaining  instance  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  to  secure  ' 
compliance.  This  prosecution  was  successful. 

During  the  year  102  du.st  bins  were  supplied  and  delivered  ji 
by  the  Department  on  receiving  payment  from  the  0\/ners  in  i 
order  to  enable  them  to  comply  with  sanitarv"  notices.  Forty- 
six  dust  bins  were  transferred  to  the  Housing  Department  for 
delivery  to  Council  houses  on  the  service  of  sanitary  nct'ces.

premises,  387  verbal  complaints  were  made  at  the  office  during  . 
the  year.

The  methods  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  from 
bed-bugs  consists  of  (i)  the  removal  of  picture  mouldings,  archi- 
traves and  the  skirting  boards,  and  whilst  these  are  being- 
removed  a blow-lamp  is  used;  (ii)  the  walls,  ceilings  and  floors 
etc.  are  sprayed  with  a fluid  insecticide  (Zaldecide)  with  satis- 
factory results;  (iii)  bedding  is  subjected  to  steam  disinfection. 

Further  visits  are  paid  at  varying  interv^als  up  to  three 
weeks  and  the  house  alternately  fumigated  and  sprayed  during 
this  period. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority  through  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

STEAM  DISINFECTION  OF  BEDDING. 

The  arrangements  made  during  the  year  1941  with  a 
neighbouring  authority  in  respect  of  the  steam  disinfection  of 
bedding  from  verminous  premises,  scabies  and  patients  who 
have  suffered  from  an  infectious  disease,  except  those  who  have 
been  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital,  continues  to  l)e  carried  out 
satisfactorily.

Milk  Supply,  There  are  33  registered  eowkeepers,  15 
dairies  and  14  milk-shops  in  the  district.  In  addition  14  milk 
purveyors  bring  milk  into  the  district  from  outside,  and  there 
are  3 I’egistered  wholesalers  resident  outside  the  area.

89  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  for  examination  and  sent 
to  the  bacteriologist  for  examination.  Each  sample  taken  at 
the  farm  was  done  so  during  the  early  mornilng  milking  and 
examined  as  follows:— 

Accredited  Farms — Standard  for  this  designation, plus 

examination  for  Tuberculosis. 

Commercial  Farms— Tuberculosis,  Bacillus  coli  and 

Colony  Count. 

Of  58  samples  examined  for  Tuberculosis,  4 were  returned 
])ositive  showing  a percentage  of  6.8  on  the  number  examined. 
Three  of  the  positive  samples  were  from  Accredited  Farms. 


Ikrrticulai-  attention  has  been  paid  to  tiie  sampling  of 
jnilk,  in  an  (Oideavour  to  obtain  a high  standard  of  cleanliness 
both  in  production  and  handling.  Of  these  samples  examined, 
62  or  69  ])er  cent,  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  When  a sample 
ol)tained  from  a farm  in  the  district  fails  the  f>rescT*ibed  lest.

a visit  is  paid  in  each  instance  to  the  farm  in  order  to  give 
advice  where  necessary.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  appro- 
priate Local  Authority  is  informed  of  any  samples  found  on 
examination  not  satisfactory  and  which  were  from  persons 
retailing  milk  in  the  district  but  resident  outside. 

The  closest  co-operation  is  afforded  by  the  Countv  Public 
Health  Department  through  the  Assistant  County  Sanitary 
Inspector,  in  matters  relative  to  accredited  farms  and  this  is 
greatly  appreciated. 

Twm  Dealers'  Licences  are  issued  by  the  Local  Authority 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Food.  Premises. — No  applica- 
tions for  registration  of  food  premises  were  received  during  the 
year  under  review. 

There  are  58  premises  in  tlie  district  registered  under 
Section  14  of  the  Pood  and  Drags  Act. 

Constant  attention  has  been  given  to  all  food  premises  and 
461  visits  were  paid  during  the  year.  The  standard  of  cleanli- 
ness is  very  satisfactory.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  all  the  main 
food  shops  now  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act 
relative  to  the  j^rovision  of  a hot  water  supply. 


Public  Abhattoir. — The  Ministry  of  Food  ceased  to  utilise 
the  abbattoir  on  the  31st  July,  1942,  since  then  no  slaughtering 
has  taken  place.  I'his  step  was  greatly  regretted  by  the  depart- 
ment who  realized  how  smoothly  the  irispection  servA*e  had  been 
carried  out,  whereas  with  the  ultimate  change,  difficulties  arose 
in  this  respect  and  100  per  cent,  meat  inspection  has  not  l)een 
gniaranteed. 


165  visits  were  paid  during  the  first  seven  months  of  ttr^ 
year  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  v/hilst  slaughtering  was  in 
progress.

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MEAT  INSPECTION— BEBINGTON. 

In  view  of  the  extra  amount  of  slaughtering  taking  place 
at  Bebington  now  that  our  own  abattoir  was  not  in  use,  repre- 
sentations were  made  bv  that  authoritv  for  assistance  in  the 

t t 

work  of  meat  inspection.  Arrangements  were  made  and  assist- 
ance was  given  but  unfortunately  it  was  later  found  impossible 
to  continue  with  this  arrangement  ovvdng  to  extra  ^vork  devolv- 
ing on  the  department.  25  visits  were  paid  for  the  purpose 
of  this  work. 

The  number  of  animals  inspected  from  the  15th  September, 
1942,  to  the  end  of  the  year  was  1,869.  The  total  weight  of 
meat  rejected  during  this  period  as  being  Unfit  for  Human 
consumption  was  1 ton  10  cwts.  85  lbs. 


DECONTAMINATION  OF  FOODSTUFFS 


The  scheme  of  arrangements  for  the  district  relative  to 
the  important  work  of  food  decontamination  is  complete  and 
all  enrolled  personnel  fully  trained.  A small  scale  exercise  was 
held  at  the  close  of  the  year  when  an  incident  at  food  premises 
was  staged  and  a treatment  site  (Rivacre  Valley  Swimming 
Pool)  opened  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  affected  food- 


. The  Divisional  Gas  Liasion  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food  attended  the  exercise  and  expressed  himself  very  satisfied 
with  the  work  carried  out. 


Regular  weekly  meetings  of  personnel  are  held  at  the  depot 
in  order  to  stimulate  interest,  and  keep  abreast  with  any  new 
instructions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 


CANAL  BOATS. 

60  boats  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  these  were 
registered  to  carry  186  Adults  and  72  Children. 

The  actual  number  found  to  be  in  occupation  was 
108  Adults,  62  Children. 

No  Statutory  Notices  were  served. 

One  ease  of  Infectious  Disease  occurred  during  the  year 
and  the  boat  was  detained  whilst  disinfection  was  carried  out.

It  will  be  observed  that  five  samples  were  certified  by  the 
al^  st  as  failing  to  reach  the  recognised  standard  of 
quality  and  the  following:  are  particulars  of  these  non-standard 
samples : — 

(1)  Sweetened  Bun  Flour. 

Certified  to  contain  .15  per  cent,  of  undeclared  Saccharin. 
The  Public  Analyst  maintains  that  if  saccharin  is  present 
in  foodstuffs  it  should  be  declared,  otherwise  the  sale  is  to 
the  pre-judice  of  the  purchaser.  The  manufacturers  were 
informed  of  the  Analyst's  opinion. 

(2)  Steamedr  Pudding  Mixture. 

.25  per  cent,  undeclared  saccharin.  See  remarks  to  No. 
1 above. 

(3)  Glauber  Salts. 

Certified  as  being  a sample  of  anhydrous  sodium  sulphate. 
Subsequently  found  to  be  due  to  the  container  having  been 
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in  the  shop  for  nearly  3 years.  Glauber  Salts  consists  of 
hydrated  sodium  sulphate.  Storage  under  unsuitable  con- 
ditions causes  substance  to  be  converted  to  anhydrous 
sodium  sulphate  and  it  thereby  becomes  more  potent. 
Manufacturers  were  warned  and  are  now  experimenting 
with  a new  type  of  container. 

(4)  Milh  {Formal). 

Contained  18  per  cent,  of  extraneous  water.  This  sample 
was  offered  to  the  Inspector  by  a shopkeeper  at  the  time 
another  sample  was  being  taken  in  the  shop.  The  Inspector 
would  not  have  known  of  its  existence  had  it  not  been 
voluntarily  produced  from  a refrigerator.  The  bottle  was 
delivered  on  previous  day  by  the  producer.  Samples  were 
taken  some  days  later  from  producer  but  found  to  be 
«:enuine.  Shopkeeper  was  cautioned. 

(5)  Certified  as  being  28.3  per  cent,  deficient  in  fat.  This 
was  a bottle  of  milk  handed  to  me  bv  vour  own  Sanitarv 
Inspector — he  having  received  it  from  a householder  who 
complained  of  its  pinkish  colour.  Microscopical  examina- 
tion showed  this  was  due  to  the  presence  of  traces  of 
blood.  The  pint  bottle  was  only  two  - thirds  full  wheii 
handed  in  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  fat  deficiency 
was  due  to  the  householder  having  poured  the  cream  off 
for  use  before  taking  the  bottle  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

You  will  thus  see  that  apart  from  No.  4 there  was  nothing 
very  serious  in  any  of  the  samples  submitted  for  analysis.

Dr.  Hartley  Martin  reports  as  follows : — 

I have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  work  done  at  the  Elles- 
mere Port  Orthopaedic  Clinic  during  the  12  months  ended 
December,  1942. 

17  sessions  have  been  held  at  which  85  new  cases  have  been 
seen  and  338  re-examinatioris  made — an  average  of  25  cases 
per  session.

The  work  done  by  the  Massage  and  Remedial  Exercise 
Department  (twice  weekly  sessions)  continued  to  give  great 
help  in  preventive  and  curative  treatment. 

949  treatments  have  been  given  to  the  46  cases  on  the 
Massage  register,  15  new  cases  have  been  referred  for  treat- 
ment and  23  discharged. 

Table  IL  shows  these  cases  analysed  into  disease  groups 
and  age  categories.  By  means  of  the  attendance,  the  proportion 
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of  the  Masseuse’s  time  devoted  to  each  age  group  can  be 
Reduced. 


It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  new  cases  67  per  cent,  were 
referred  by  the  Child  Welfare  Service,  whose  co-operation  in 
the  ascertainment  of  cases  is  of  much  valued  assistance.

Many  mothers  who  had  previously  refused  inoculation 
a])plied  for  this  servi<‘e.  A drive  was  instituted  and  clinics 
were  held  twice  weekly  foi*  2 months.  This  irivolved  a lireat 
deal  of  unnecessary  work  and  expense. 

For  four  years  the  mothers  of  these  children  had  been 
uro'ed  to  takt'  advantage  of  this  service  and  had  they  done  so. 
the  children  could  hav(‘  been  included  on  any  of  the  routine 
sessions  held  each  month,  for  this  purpose.

The  Centre  at  Little  Button  is  growing’  eonsiderablj^  and 
there,  the  duty  of  distributing  vitamins  has  been  undertaken 
exclusively  by  Councillor  Mrs.  Collins,  and  Mrs.  Deakins  who 
give  an  extra  afternoon  in  the  week  for  this  purpose. 

CLOTHING  COUPONS, 

Extra  duties  have  been  added  to  the  already  busy  An tc- 
Natal  Clinic.  In  addition  to  the  individual  advice  given  on 
general  care,  diet,  clothing  and  preparation  for  natural  feeding 
of  the  baby  when  born,  forms  for  application  for  the  supply 
of  eggs  are  provided,  and  sanctioned  by  the  staff. 

tdothing  coupons  for  Expectant  Mothers  can  only  bc^ 
obtained  at  the  Welfare  Centre  on  the  production  of  the 
National  Registration  card.  Mothers  not  attending  the  Ante- 
Natal  Clinic  must  also  produce  a certificate  from  their  own 
doctor  or  midwife.  Details  of  these  facts  have  to  be  earefullv 
kept  together  with  the  signature  of  the  recipient. 


DAV  NURBERIES 


After  two  year's  disciission  on  this  matter 
were  opened  in  September. 


nurseries 


As  more  and  more  mothers  are  going  into  the  factories  the 
nurseries  are  justifying  their  existence. 

For  some  months  before  the  opening,  a great  deal  of  pre- 
liminary work  was  done  through  the  channels  of  the  Welfare 
Centre.  When  the  matrons  were  axipointed  some  weeks  before 
the  opening,  they  made  the  Centre  their  headquarters  and  were 
given  every  assistance  possible  from  the  Staff.  By  this  means 
complete  co-operation  was  established  between  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  Day  Nurseries,  and  week  by  week  each  are 
proving  of  value  to  the  other. 

In  spite  of  efforts  over  many  years  to  avoid  this  action,  the 
R.S.P.C.C,  found  it  necessain^  this  year  to  take  one  of  the  mothers 
into  court  for  neglect.  On  the  first  occasion  she  was  bound  over 
for  six  months,  no  improvement  occurred,  and  in  Decembei*  this 
year  the  case  was  re-opened. 


Paue  thirty-seven . 


The  mother  was  fined  £5  or  a month’s  imprisonment.  The 
children  were  referred  to  the  Juvenile  Court  and  the  magistrate 
there,  decided  that  the  mother  was  unfit  to  look  after  children. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  two  of  the  children  to  go  into 
Dr.  Barnado’s  Homes,  and  four  to  the  care  of  foster  parents. 

1 regret  to  report  that  there  are  many  other  mothers  show- 
ing a lack  of  care  and  sense  of  responsibility  towards  their  child- 
ren during  their*  husband’s  absence.  There  has  been  a marked 
deterioration  in  the  standard  of  the  homes  during  the  last  year 
or  two.  While  every  consideration  is  given  to  mothers  who  work 
both  in  the  factory  and  in  the  home,  there  are  still  somx^,  who, 
when  they  are  at  home,  show  very  little  inter*est  in  their  home 
and  children.
